Dayton, Tenn., July 17.—Judge 
Raulston ruled Friday that an expla- 
nation by expert witnesses of the 
theory of evolution and how it may 
be reconciled with the story of 
Genesis is irrelevant to the trial of 
John T. Scopes, who is charged with 
teaching the evolutionary theory in 
violation of a recently enacted Ten- 
nessee statute. He then recessed 
court until Monday. 

The defense will be allowed to sub- 
mit stateme1its Monday, showing what 
their witnesses would have testified, 
so-that thehigher courts may cecide 
whether Judge Raulston was correct 
in excluding them. Then,the array 
of lawyers on both sides a¥ill make 
their closing arguments to the jury. 

Trial to End Early. 

The trial should end Tuesday night 
or Wednesday, barring unexpected de- 
lays. 3 
“We won't ask for the death pen- 
alty,” Attorney General Stewart re- 
marked facetiously. Scopes, if ¢on- 
victed, will be fined somewhere ns 4 
tween $100-and $500 as fixed by the. 7 
law. There is a slight possibility of : 
a hung jury. But the defense would 
prefer conviction ‘so they can take tie 
case to the supreme eourt of the Unit- 
ed States on constitutional grounds. 

There was much bitterness toward 
Judge Raulston on the defense side. 

“This is the end of our attempt 
to have a trial,” John R. Neal, of the 
defense legal staff, commented. 

Malone Criticises Court. 

Dudley Field Malene was equally 
critical. 

“We began the trial on the theory 
that it was to be a trial of a criminal 
case before a court and a jury,” he 
said. “But because of the constant 
objection of the prosecution to the 
attempt of the defense to lay any of 
the facts before the jury, the jury 
throughout the presentation of the case 
has been in the courtroom a total of 
three hours. 


“The rest of the time the jury was 
compelled to hear the case through 
the newspapers, loud speakers and 
radio. Science has taken an unfair 
advantage of outworn judicial pro- 
cedure. 

“Nothing has happened and noth- 
ing will happen that has been or will

Grade Crossing Bill Up. 

The bill provides that railroads shall 
post preper stop notices and warning 
signals at specified distances ©-om 
grade crossings on either side and 
makes failure of a motorist to comply 
with the law a misdemeanor. Oppo- 
nents of the measure contended that 
it would be as proper to require loco- 
motive engineers to come to a stop be- 
fore crossing a highway and said no 


law could: be passed to “put sense 
into the head of a foolish driver.” 

The bill was impossible of enforce- 
ment, Representative Vaughn, of Rock- 
dale, contended, and he said there are 
too many statutes on the books already 
that cannot be enforced. 

Representative Griffin, of Decatur, 
championed the bill. declaring that if 
it resulted in the saving of but one life 
it would be worth passing and pointed 
out that stop signals would be of im- 
mense value to thousands of tourists 
who come through the state each year 
and who are unfamiliar with roads and 
grade crossings. 

The naval stores bill, fixing stand- 
ards for pine produtes in harmony with 
federal standards, was passed by the 
house Friday. It: was introduced by 
the Chatham delegation and only one 
vote was cast against its passage. 


New Bills Offered.

OF RUBBER TRADE 


Washington, July 17.—The alleged 
British monopoly of rubber was 
brought to the official attention of the 
government Friday by a committee 
from the Rubber Association of Ameri- 
ca, who conferred with Secretary of 
State Kellogg. :

Atlanta Paying ‘ 
Low Tax Rates, 
Statistics Show 


Atlanta’s tax rate is considerably 
lower than in many large cities 
throughout the south, and probably 
is as low as that of any municipality 
in the country, it-was announced Fri- 
day by the city tax assessors in issuing 
the result of a comparison between 
Atlanta and a number of leading 
Florida cities. 

In their effort to obtain tax rates 
from all parts of the country, the 
assessors requested rates from ten 
Florida cities, but only five responded. 
The comparison shows that Atlantans 
pay a smaller rate than property own- 
ers in Miami, Key West, Sarasota, 
Orlando or Clearwater, when the com- 
bined city and county tax is figured. 

The assessors point out that al- 
ithough Atlanta’s rate is $1.50 on each 
$100 worth of property, only a 60 
‘per cent valuation is used in levying 
i taxes, making the actual amount paid 
‘only 90 eents on each $100 worth of 
| property. The county levies taxes on 
only 75 per cent of the city’s valua- 
_tion, °making the actual rate 67 cents 
per $100 worth of property, or a com- 
bined city and county rate of $1.57. 

In comparison, Clearwater’s rate is 
($3.40: Orlando’s $3.27; Key West's 
$2.14; Miami’s $1.82, and Sarasota’s 
‘$1.68. Those rates are figured on 
assessed valuation, in the same man- 
iner as Atlanta’s. 

The city tax in Clearwater is 

slightly lower than in Atlanta, but the 
county rate is much higher. ‘The 
county rate in Key West is lower 
than here, but that is overbalanced 
by a high city rate. 
. “Actual figures show that it costs 
less in taxes to do business or live in 
Atlanta than in any of these Florida 
cities,” it was stated Friday by J. C. 
Little, one of the assessors. “I'he 
same condition exists throughout. the 
country, and during our entire in- 
vestigation, we have been unable to 
find a city near Atlanta’s size where 
tax rates are as low.”

New York, July 17.—(/)—For the 
first time in its history, the common- 
wealth of Australia has turned from 
London to New York for its external 
financing. J. P. Morgan and company 


announced today the purchase of a 
$75,000,000 Australian loan which 
will be offered for public subscription 
Monday. Simultaneous offering of a 
5,000,000 pound loan will be made in 
London. 

Allotment of the major portion of 
the present financing te the Ameri- 
can market resulted from Great Bri- 
tain’s gold resumption policy. With 
the Bank of England opposed to heavy 
gold exports, British financial] authori- 
ties held that Australian borrowing 
in London should be limited to 5,- 
000,000 pounds, and even this was a 
concession to popular demands that 
New York should not be allowed to 
monopolize the business. 

The terms -of the American loan 
place the Australian government on 
the same credit basis with Canada, 
the only British dominion which pre- 
viously has sold bond issues here, and 
one of the few governments which has 
been able to borrow at a five per cent 
interest rate. The present issue takes 
the form of 50-vear 50 per cent bonds 
priced at 99 1-2 and not redeemable 
before 1952. ,

To Determination 


To Defeat Riffs 


Paris, July 17.—()—That the 
French government-is resolved to put 
an end to the Moroccan war, and in 
order to do so is prepared to provide 
men and material without stint, is 
generally held to be the explanation 
for the visit of an army officer of 
the rank and prestige of Marshal 
Petain to the seat of the war. 

Official view appears to be that 
Abd-El-Krim must be knocked out, 
that a victory on points would be ~ 
worse than useless. Three months will 
see the end of the campaign in Mo- 
rocco, and it is declared that the 
operations against the rebellious 
tribesmen ought to be accomplished by 
that time. 

Marshal Petain, who reached Mo- 
rocco late today, is a master or- 
ganizer. He will go over the whole 
situation in detail with Marshal 
Lyautey, the Freneh governor general, 
and General Naulin, newly appointed 
commander-in-chief of the Moroccan 
forces, and decide exactly what is 
needed. He will then return to Paris 
and see that it is supplied. 

The idea of the military experts is 
to have an infantry force so equipped 
as to be able to move rapidly without 
any sacrifice of effectiveness, and suf- 
ficiently numerous to permit units be- 
ing relieved before they reach the 
stage of exhaustion.

FRENCH LOSSES REACH 
707 KILLED, 2,775 WOUNDED. 
Paris, July 17.—()—Total French 
casualties so far in the Moroccan war 
with Abd-el-Krim’s Riffians are given 
by the Petit Journal in:a Fez dispatch 
as 4,148. Of these 707 were killed, 
2.775 wounded and 666 missing. 
French authorities estimate Abd-el- 
Krim has not more than 30 French 
prisoners. Therefore those technically 
listed “missing” are regarded as dead. 
These are the first detailed figures 
published of French casualties: Pre- 
mier Painleve, after his recent return 
from Morocco, assured the chamber of

The price of pig iron, 
in the monthly averages, showed an- 
other decrease in June. ©The June 
average was $19.22. which ‘is the low- 
est sinee March,.1922. More reeently 
the composite declined to $18.96. It 
will be noted that the rate of decline 
in iron prices has become considerably 
less sharp. This usually precedes a 
turn for the better. 

June saw a further decrease in the 
production of pig iron, though the de- 
cline was less rapid than in May, 
Iron production is now decidedly be- 
low theoretical requirements and has 
been so far at least two,months. Pro- 
duction of pig iron has for more than 
two months declined more rapidly 
than the price. r 

According to the best information 
available the estimated stocks of mer- 
chant pig iron have shown little 
change. While they are probably con- 
siderabiy less than a year ago, they 
are still rather large, and, judging 
by the past no considerable increase 
in pig iron prices is likely until the 
stocks show a decrease. 

Reports of concessions recently 
made have the earmarks of those last 
cuts which are often made just pre- 
ceding greater strength .in the iron 
market. 

Conclusion: The bottom of the iron 
market is near. The sitnation. how- 
ever, does not suggest that there will 
be any sharp or large increase in 
iron prices this year. The gains which 
are anticipated will be very moderate. 
Greater strength will probably de- 
velop before the end of August. 

All Eyes on Canada. 

As to the far, it is not possible to 
Say precisely what lies ahead. Our 
winter wheat crop will of course be 
short.

The bad part in this situation is the 
fact that with a short erop there is 
not any too much hope for a_ lhiigh 
price, as the HMuropean and Canadian.

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BIG GAINS SCORED 
IN WHEAT MARKEI

Chicago, July 17.—(#)—Flurried 
buying brought about a rapid late 
sadvance in wheat prices today. The 


buying resulted from an_ unofficial 
estimate that the July 1 government 
forecast of spring wheat production 
in the United States this season would 
be reduced possibly 30,000,000 bush- 
els owing to the recent hot wave. 
Closing quotations on wheat were 
strong 2} to 44 cents net higher, Sep- 
tember 157% to 157% and December 
158} to 1584, with corn at half cent 
decline to £ cent advanee, oats un 
changed to % cent higher and provi- 
sions varying from 7@ cents off to 12 
cents gain. 

Inasmuch as 30,000,000 bushels cut 
in the July 1. wheat crop promise 
would be likely to put the country on 
a domestie price basis, enlarged spec- 
ulative buying quickly developed. On 
the extreme advance some transactions 
showed as much as 5 cents a bushel 
upturn in price, compared with yes- 
terday’s finish, and a 61-2 cents bulge 
frum today’s lowest level. Something 
of a reaction, however, ensued just at 
the last as a result of selling to real- 
ize profits. Besides, rural owners of 
cash wheat were said to have sold 
beavily on the advance, and this cir- 
é mstance led to considerable late eu- 
‘Hivgement of hedging in future deliv- 
eries. 

Predictions of renewed hot weather 
tuken by many traders as 
indicative of further injury to the 
spring wheat crop, gave the wheat 
market an upward trend at the out- 
set today, but subsequently for a 
while the strengthening . effect on 
prices was more-or less neutralized 
by word from a leading crop expert 
that wheat in North and -South Da- 
kota was maturing a week earlier 
than usual and that damage by black 
rust had been greatly exggerated. 
There were also opinions current that 
the domestic spring wheat’ crop, 
viewed’ as a whole, had beaten out 
blaek rust this season. All such fac- 
tors, though, were virtually lost sight 
of when late in the day a trade au- 
thority gave out the estimate of pos- 
sibly 30,000,000 bushels Joss by heat. 

Despite rains in part of the corn 
belt, the corn market was responsive 
to wheat strength and to crop dam- 
age reports from Nebraska. Qats 
trade was narrow. Provisions aver- 
aged lower with hogs.

Acquittal of Higginbotham ended 
one of the most sensational eases in 
the history of Florida courts, the rami- 
fications of which resulted in the 
Florida legislature at its 1925 session 
abolishing the lash as a means of dis- 
ciplining state and county convicts, 

Ile was indicted in the spring of 
1923 for first-degree murder on a 
charge of causing the death of Martin 
Tabert, a North Dakota youth who 
had been arrested at Tallahassee for 
beating a ride on a freight train and } 
sent to a Dixie county dumber camp. 
It was developed in an investigation 
of the case that an arrangement ex- 
isted between the sheriff of Leon coun- 
ty whereby that officer received a 
monetary af sr eng for each prisoner 
sent to the lumber camp where ‘Tabert 
died; that the company retained Hig- 
zinbotham as ‘“‘whipping boss,’’ who 
used a heavy Jash to whip convicts 
that lagged in their work. ‘It was al- 
leged that in dealing with Tabert the 
youth was so severely whipped by 
Higginbotham that it caused 
death. 

Word of ‘Tabert’'s death finally 
reached his people’ in North Dakota, 
where the case was placed before the 
that state, resulting in 
body adopting a resolution ask- 
the state of Florida to 
gate the whole situation. 

A great ogc of the 1925 session of 
legislature was given over 
to consideration: of the case in its yva- 
rious angles. 

In the meantime Higginbotham TAS 
tried on a charge of first-degree mur- 
der, convicted of second degree 
given 20 vears in prison. Upon an ap- 
peal to the supreme court he was re- 
leased on $10,000 bail and had been 
at liberty for two vears awaiting the 
supreme court's action and later fora 
date to be set for his’ second trial, 
which ended today in his gaining his 
freedom. 

He also gained his freedom a short | 
time ago when he was irdicted for 
murder, with several others, in eon- 
nection with the death of Lewis Bar 
ker, a negro.

A ‘raid was or- 
ganized and after ae their way 
through a maze of heav’ ehains and 
bolted doors, the polie- found the 
woman prisoner, veritable living 
skeleton. She had been existing on 
scant-rations of milk and eggs for two 
years, they learned. 

Because of his position, the hus- 
hand has. been able io keep his full 
name from becoming publie. He is 
known as Charies S., a famous writer 
and former explorer. His wife is 
‘51 years old and a sister of a promi- 
nent official im Paris. 

Charles S.. according fo police, 
bronght “Mile. Bertha  _D.” to the 
chateau, ostensibly as his secretary, 
but actually to guard his wife, they 
learned later. When the prisoner was 
discovered “Charles 8S.” claimed that 
his wife was insane and that he was 
forced to lock her up. The wife, 
however, declared that she had been 
forced to sign a will bequeathing her 
vast fortune to her husband and was 
then made a prisoner.
